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, Another Terrible Accident At The R. R. Crossing 


TUESDAY, SEPT. 2,1924. 


FEAR OF DUE NEIGHBOR 


Two people, a woman and a little boy were 


'drowned in the Hudson river the other day. The 
boat, in which the woman and boy with two others 
were crossing the river, was overturned by a squall. 
For an hour the four clung; to the boat shouting and 
waving for help. Several boats passed them, one an 
excursion boat carrying a thousand passengers, but 
no one heeded the distress of the people in the water. 


Reading of the tragedy there is some cause to 


wonder how much the fear of being laughed at con- 
trolled the actions of the excursionists and others who 
saw the people in the water. It is inconceivable that 
more than a thousand people could have passed near 
the drowning people without seeing them. It is en- 
tirely probable that there were some on the boat who 
gaw them but hesitated to say anything about it lest 
the people in the water turn out. upon investigation 
to be frolicing in the water and those giving the alarm 
be ridiculed. It is perfectly sensible to speculate up- 
on such an attitude on the part of some of those on 
the boat, because it is an attitude that is frequently 
found among people everywhere. 


The fear of being laughed at condemns some peo- 


ple to everlasting eclipse. It silences expressions of 
thoughts and ideas which would raise many a man to 
a pinnacle of fame in his community and it keeps him 
harnessed to mediocrity instead of progressing, as he 
would were he free from this fear, to a place of in- 
dividuality and personality. It is only after some 
other individual, less timorous, has voiced an idea, 
or acted upon an idea and others see it, that the man 
Who secretly nursed it, first kicks himself for not hav- 
ing been the first to give it expression. The fear of 
being thought peculiar by ones fellows keeps some 
people on a level of uninteresting humdrumness. 
Free from that fear, people who live on that level 
might become leaders. The fear of being talked 
about makes us conform in cases where it is inconven- 
ient and entirely unsuited to ones own personality 
and life to conform. 


At all costs we must not be labeled as gullible, 


better far to be ordinary, judging by results; that is 
the common reasoning.

THE NEW SALOONS 


In size, mere holes in the wall, but brilliant with 


light and glibtening white paint and shining glass, are 
the new orange juice saloons in Xew York. Many 
of them are occupying spaces formerly occupied by 
saloons. Sometimes they occupy a space in a block 
of dull, dirty city buildings. 


According to a bulletin of the Xew York Anti-

The sav- 
age appreciate? art usually in Its 
rudest form and—speaking of col- 
ors—in their crudest form. 


Subtleties of color and form are 


appreciated by those who have had 
advantages in art training and en- 


rnnmpnt. Xo two of us have ex- 


actly the same taste In regard to 
pictures, and it is for this reason 
that the wide selection of subjects 
made possible by modern methods 
of reproduction are especially valu- 
able. Faithful reproductions of the 
finest of the world's masterpieces 
can be procured for very nominal 
sums. 


The Art of Reproduction. 


Prior to the Renaissance there 


existed only the original paintings 
and etchings of the^great masters. 
These were very costly and could 
only be afforded by the wealthier 
class. A little later (Fifteenth cen- 
tury) 
the 
painters 
universally 


formed the habit of working side 
by side with engravers. It was the 
function of these engravers to re- 
produce the work of the makers. 


Engraving at that time, however, 


had not the significance that it has 
at present. 
It was not until the 


introduction of the photograph by 
Daguerre (1839) that the science of 
present-day photographic reproduc- 
tion began to develop. And it 
not until the art of printing became 
more perfected that the art of en- 
graving had any practical applica- 
tion. 


Anyone who has had any experi- 


ence with the camera knows that 
the beam of light from the object 
which is being photographed passes 
through the lens of the camera and 
strikes a light sensitive plate at the 
back of the camera. A chemical 
action takes place on the plate as 
soon as the light strikes It, this 
action varying in intensity, depend- 
ing on the degree of light which 
strikes the surface. While a num- 
ber of developments were neces- 
sary before this principle could be 
applied to the making of faithful 
reproductions on paper of any of 
the masterpieces, yet fundamentally 
it merely involves the transference 
of the photographic image to metal. 
The plate Is then immersed in an 
acid solution which eats away the 
exposed portions of the plate, the 
result being a reproduction of the 
object 
photographed 
in 
reverse 


form. A close examination of such 
a plate will reveal that the picture 
is made up of n multitude of fine 
clots of varying sizes, the space be- 
tween the dots and the size of the 
dots themselves determining the in 
tensity of tone. The plate Is ready 
for printing. If the picture that we 
are reproducing Involves the prl 
mary colors—red, blue and yellow 
—It will be necessary to make 
three, 
probably 
four, 
separate 


plate?, each plate registering sep- 
arately one of the colors found in 
the orldnnl. 
One of these plates 


will usually be a so-called black 
plate. 


When put on the press, these 


plates are run in a definite order 
first one color of ink and then the 
next color until the final color anr] 
plate is run and our reproduction 
is complete. The above description 
refers in particular to Four Color 
Process Enprnving. We have anoth 
er process known ns Lithography 
This. In turn, according to presen 
printing processes, may be split up 
into Offset Process and Stone Llth 
ogrnphy. A great many of the fac 
simile reproductions are now-a-days 
printed by the offset process on 
paper or canvas similar In texture 
to that of the original production 
To one not thoroughly posted on 
the Intricacies of printing and en 
graving some of these reproduc 
tlons nre so faithful that discus 
sion often arises as to whethe 
they are originals or reproductions 


Education by Pictures. 


Reproductions may be used, no 


only in schools but In the home, as 
a means of obtaining a liberal edu 
cation Jn art. Schools have taugh 
us the value of pictures as a means 


cation. It Is not advisable to use 
original paintings 
or 
drawings. 


There are one hundred decidedly 
mediocre and less thac mediocre 
so-called works of art to one gen 
uine creation. One might almost be 
considered wiser to have no pic 
tures at all. rather than cheap, in- 
ferior originals that fall to fulfill the 
functions of a genuine bit of art. 
By making the choice from the 
large field of reproductions of the 
best of the world's art one is en- 
abled to make a selection in keep- 
ing with his home, his taste, hi.- 
pocketbook, and will be well withii 
the boundaries of all that consti 
tutes good art 


GARDEN DRAPERIES

A background is usually required 


for anything, and in planting youi 
garden remember that you can en- 
hance It greatly by putting in the 
proper background, such as climb- 
ing and trailing vines and high 
shrubs and flowers. 


Your fence should be draped with 


vines to relieve the angular harsh- 
ness which it would give to your 
otherwise beautiful garden. They 
will furnish a soft, delicately tinted 
wall against which your brilliant 
flowers will be strikingly effective. 


When It comes to choosing the 


vines to train in your garden, you 
have an almost limitless variety 
to choose from, such as the com- 
mon morning glory, Japanese morn- 
ing glory, tall nasturtiums, furnish- 
ing not only a profusion of vines, 
but also a wealth of gay flowers; 
the hyacinth bean, ornamental with 
Its purple pods and lavender blos- 
soms ; the cardinal climber, the 
scarlet runner bean, and the canary 
bird vine, closely related to the 
nasturtium and butterfly pea. with 
fringed flowers and divided leaves. 
PORCH AND WINDOW BOXES 
Perhaps you have tired of the 


Inevitable trailing vlncas when It 
comes to planting for your window 
boxes. 
If that Is so, try some of 


the less common annuals which are 
so beautiful for window boxes. The 
Ice plant Is beautiful for a box, 
with gay crimson magenta bloom 
and glistening foliage, and has the 
added advantage of being easily 
raised from the seed. 
Kenllworth 


ivy, delicate and Icrvely, makes an- 
other addition to a window box, and 
the tuff bloom of the thunbergla i 
very ornamental, but is best grown 
In a shaded box. 


If your window box Is exposed 


and quite a distance from the 
ground, the climbing nasturtiums 
which droop gracefully, will give 
a fine effect 
Not only do they give 


you beautiful foliage, but the pro- 
buslon of bright colored flowers 
which grow on them will furnish 
you a bouquet any time you want 
it during the entire summer. 


The Swan River daisy, the bro- 


walllas, the rosy morn, and the bal 
cony strain of petunias will be 
found exceptionally good for win 
dow boxes. 
Tour garden with a

PLANNING YOUR 


FLOWER GARDEN

careful attention should be given 
to the planting so that the com 
pleted garden will be satisfactory 


If It Is to be a formal garden 


beds of geometrical otitline are pre- 
ferred. 
Tha beds should be o 


solid color or carefully chosen con 
trastlng colors, in order to give thi 
best effect. 
Many prefer a borde 


of either white or some color which 
Intensifies the bed Itself. 


If your garden Is Informal, th 


beds should have slightly Irregular 


edges, with gently curving lines, 
and may be any shape, provided It 
Is not too exact. This Is one of the 
most popular plans because it Is 
generally most acceptable to the 
small garden, or to the home where 
only a small space Is allotted to the 
flower garden. 


Lay out your garden on paper 


first, after having measured the 
space available, and then draw your 
beds to scale of one-tenth of an inch 
to a foot. When you come to trans- 
fer your plan to the garden itself, 
the ground may be ruled off with a 
tennis 
marker or with strings. 


This, however, Is only necessary 
when It Is difficult to Judge the dis- 
tance by measuring with the eye. 


Tour seed catalogs will tell .,, 


at what distance the plants fiho' 
be placed from each other In or! 
to insure best results. Be sure) 
keep a reserve of plants on ho 
so that if some of those plante 
the beds do not thrive you 
transplant some of the resel 
stock, thus keeping your beds 
and attractive. This is impor 
as Imperfect and inferior speclnu 
often ruin the entire effect a 
waste all the effort involved. '.£]

Dining Room and Living Room Reqiu. 


Lighting to Suit Various Moods 


and Occasions.

Activities In a living room vary 


from those quiet occasions when a 
restive mood Is desired to those 
when a joyous company is gath- 
ered. Surely the same lighting ef- 
fect is not desirable for these two 
extremes. 
To provide only the 


monotonous lighting which Is the 
result of simple celling fixtures and 
generally Inadequate equipment. Is 
to limit the possibilities of lighting 
and to insure dissatisfaction. 
It 


should be the aim in designing the 
\vh-ing and In selecting the fixtures 
to obtain a variety of lighting ef- 
fects. In order that lighting may do 
Its share toward providing the 
proper 
environment for 
various 


moods and occasions. In fact, after 
a home Is decorated and furnished, 
lighting is the only element having 
.sufficient mobility to provide ex- 
rensive variety in the appearance 


the interior. 


The Living Room. 


The function of the ceiling fix- 


ture In the living room is to pro- 
vide general lighting. The fixture 
should be inconspicuous and hung 
close to the celling so that it will 
be out of the field of vision. 
A 


bright, glaring spot, viewed contin- 
uously, Is extremely uncomfortable. 
To relieve this discomfort the fix- 
ture should be equipped with dense 
diffusing shades of such shape that 
the light sources are concealed. In 
a large living room sometimes two 
celling 
fixtures 
are 
necessary- 


There are occasions when general 
lighting is desired, but to sit for 
hours each evening under a flood of 
light cannot be enjoyable. 
Such 


lighting does not supply the pleas- 
ure of subdued and localized light 
so desirable for reading and rest- 
Ing. 
Therefore 
celling 
fixtures 


should be limited to providing gen- 
eral lighting and portable lamps 
should be available for the quiet 
hours In the living room. 


Owing to their position, wall 


brackets are a source of discomfort 
If they are not heavily shaded. If 
they are depended upon for general 
lighting, they are 
often

enough to be annoying. Generally, 
wall brackets and small portable 
lamps or candlesticks should be 
considered as vitalized ornaments.
